would be my opinion that you are not subject to Interstate 
Commerce Commission regulations. 


Most recreational railroads can be exempted from 
State Public Utilities regulation. I am not totally 
familiar with the Utah Public Utilities Law but I believe 
that, with proper planning to avoid problems, exemption 
from State Public Utilities regulation could be obtained 
for your proposed recreational railroad operation.
